Food prices continue to climb 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Food 
prices rose at a record pace for the 
third straight month in March and 
the cost of living shot up by 0.9 per 
cent, the greatest increase in 22 
years, the government announced 
today. 
President Nixon’s top economist, 
Herbert 
Stein, 
said 
the 
report 
“contains 
the 
first 
encouraging 
signs on prices we have seen in the 
past two months.” 
But Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., predicted that “the worst 
news is still to come” for consumers 


and urged Nixon to give “ urgent 
consideration” to an across-the- 
board 
freeze of prices, 
wages, 
interest rates and profits. 


And George Meany, president of 
the AFL-CIO, declared the price 
rise was “proof positive ... of the 
complete failure of the economic 
p o l i c i e s 
of 
t h e 
Ni xon 
administration.” 


Hep. 
Wright Patman. 
D-Tex., 
chairman of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee, charged the 
huge jump in living costs was due to 


i r r e s p o n s i b i l i t y 
of 
the 
administration and Republicans in 
Congress. 
Stein, chairman of the President s 
Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisers, 
explained his optimism by noting 
most of the March increase was 
attributed to rising food prices. The 
latter should moderate in April 
because of the ceiling imposed on 
meat prices on March 28, he said. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said that in the first three months of 
President Nixon's relaxed Phase III 
controls, consumer prices rose at an 


annual rate of 8.8 per cent, the 
largest since early 1951—the height 
of the Korean War. 
The BLS said prices of food in 
superm arkets, 
after 
seasonal 
adjustment, went up at a record 
pace of 3.1 per cent— marking the 
third consecutive month for a record 
high. Record increases of 2.4 per 
cent in February and 2.3 per cent in 
January also were higher than the 
previous record of 1.9 per cent in 
June, 19t>5. 
Meat 
prices 
contributed 
sig­ 
nificantly to the higher food costs. 


U.S. planes hit 
near Phnom Penh

with the sea again. 
The reports said the fighting 
flared around Sre Ambel, 58 miles 
south of Phnom Penh, and forced a 
supply convoy going to the capital 
from the port of Kompong Som to 
turnback. 
Highway 4 was closed for nearly 
three weeks by fighting but was 
reopened

week 
ago 
by 
Cambodian forces aided by heavy 
American air strikes. There were no

reports on the action around Sre 
Ambel. 


The latest American bombing 
raids, some of the closest so far to 
Phnom Penh, came on the 44th 
consecutive day of U.S. air raids.

Mitchell admits bugging knowledge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell acknowledged for the first time today 
that he sat in on meetings last year where bugging and 
“more detailed intelligence” against the Democrats 
were discussed. 
Interviewed at the federal courthouse just before he 
began testifying before a grand jury investigating the 
Watergate case and other alleged political espionage, 
Mitchell did not indicate when the meetings took place or 
who else was there. 
Mitchell insisted anew that he had no prior knowledge 
of the June 17 break-in and bugging of Democratic 
national headquarters in the Watergate building. Yet he 
said that he thought a report that he had rejected such 
plans when they were suggested on three occasions was

correct. 
Mitchell, long regarded as one of President Nixon’s 
closest confidantes and political strategists, served as 
attorney general until early in March, 1972, when he 
resigned to head Nixon’s re-election campaign. He quit 
that post two weeks after the Watergate incident. 
Mitchell told a grand jury last year that he had no 
advance knowledge of the Watergate conspiracy, and has 
told reporters “at least a hundred times” that he knew 
nothing about it. 
James W. McCord Jr., one of those convicted in the 
case; and Jeb Stuart Magruder, Mitchell’s deputy in the 
Nixon campaign organization, are reported to have told 
investigators that Mitchell not only knew about the 
Watergate plans but also approved them. 


Asked by CBS whether he could confirm or deny a 
report today in The New York Times that he had 
participated 
in 
meetings 
at 
which 
bugging was 
discussed. Mitchell replied; 
“ I haven’t read The Times article carefully, but what I 
did read is correct. But I want to add the plans were not 
just to bug somebody. They were for more detailed 
intelligence. We were not there just to talk just about 
bugging." 
Asked then about his repeated denials over the past 10 
months that he had any knowledge of the Watergate 
affair, Mitchell said his earlier statements “are still 
operative.” 
“Does that mean you did not have prior knowledge of 
the Watergate bugging operation?” Mitchell was asked. 


He nodded yes. 


In addition to Mitchell, White House counsel John W. 
Dean III was expected to testify today before the grand 
jury. 


The New York Times reported today that Mitchell, 
who quit as Nixon’s campaign manager two weeks after 
the June 17 spy raid at the Democratic headquarters, has 
told friends he rejected on three occasions proposals to 
bug Democrats during the campaign. 


Mitchell, who stepped down as attorney general in 
March, 1972, to head Nixon’s re-election campaign, 
reportedly has been linked to the planning of the 
Watergate raid by a former deputy.

An 19-year-old Lompoc Valley 
ranch hand was shot to death early 
Thursday 
in 
a 
Forest 
Service 
campground east of Los Prietos 
along the Santa Ynez River. 
Sheriff’s Inspector Pete Zanella 
identified the victim as William 
Carter, of the Miguelito Ranch, near 
Lompoc. 
Zanella 
said 
there 
“probably” would be an inquest into 
the death. 
Zanella 
said 
an 
investigation 
indicated that Robert H. Gilbert, 33, 
of Carson, Calif, was holding a 
shotgun while engaged in a dispute 
with 
Carter, 
and 
that it was 
“accidentally discharged.” Gilbert 
was released after being quizzed by 
authorities. 
The shooting occurred shortly 
before 4 a.m. outside of Gilbert’s 
tent at the Santa Ynez Campground, 
according to officers. They said 
Carter, in company with several 
other teen-aged companions, had 
tried to make off with Gilbert’s 
cooler containing food, then refused 
to leave the area. 
Gilbert’s shotgun was evidently 
discharged, officers related, during 
a 
scuffle involving Carter and 
Gilbert’s young son. The boy had 
been told by his father to release 
their dog in a final effort to have 
Carter and his friends move off. 


Carter was struck in the upper 
right chest and was dead when 
officers reached the scene at 5:30 
a.m., Zanella related. 


The story of the shooting as told 
by Gilbert was corroborated by 
other campers in the area who had 
been aroused by the youth’s invasion 
of Gilbert’s camp site, and by 
statements of some of the youths 
with Carter, officers said.

Highway trust fund 
preserved 2 more years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Unless the Senate can work its 
will in a post-Easter conference, the sanctity of the 17-year- 
old highway trust fund has been preserved for another two 
years. 
Proponents of using some of the closely guarded highway 
funds for mass transit projects in auto-choked cities came 
closer than ever before in a showdown vote on the issue in 
the House Thursday. But the House rejected, 215-190, an 
amendment that would have allowed cities to use $700 
million of the fund for mass transit projects. 
To be ironed out are the wide differences in a Senate bill 
allowing cities to finance mass transit projects from their 
$850 million share of the $8 billion-a-year trust fund and the 
$7 billion-a-year House bill which sets aside $700 million for 
cities to use exclusively for highways. 
The cities are allowed by both versions to seek up to $3 
billion in additional funds from the administration for mass 
transit programs, but mass transit proponents say that 
alternative is unrealistic when President Nixon is 
impounding funds and cutting back programs. 
Rep. William Harsha, R-Ohio, warned the House 
Thursday that a section of the bill barring impoundment of 
any funds for mass transit invited a presidential veto of the 
entire bill. 


Paratroopers battle 
women in Belfast 


BELFAST (UPI) — Paratroopers battled women early 
today in a Roman Catholic area of Belfast after a 13-year- 
old boy was slain in crossfire between troops and gunmen. 
Women surrounded the paratroops after word of the

neighborhood. They pushed, cursed and spat at troops, who 
struck back with rifle butts. 
Some of the troops suffered slight injuries, a spokesman 
said. There was no report of injuries among the women. 
The McDowell youth was shot when a car in which he was 
riding drove into the middle of a gunfight between gunmen 
and troops. 
His death raised the toll in nearly four years of violence 
among Protestants, Catholics and security forces to 777.

DEAR POLLY — Like Una M ae’s problem, the down 
in my comforter had shifted to the corners and it was 
bunchy. I made a new lining, the size of the comforter, 
out of featherproof ticking that was bought from a m ail­ 
order house. One end of the new lining was left open and 
I stitched through the cover from end to end to divide it 
into tube-like sections. The bunchy comforter was emptied 
in the dry bathtub after the door and window were closed 
to prevent a draft that might blow feathers around. I 
knelt down on the floor and put a handful of feathers in 
each tube-like section and then would start all over again 
to be sure of getting the same amount of feathers in each 
strip. Now my comforter lies flat with no bunching up 
and is very warm. I can 
even hang it out on the 
clothesline to air and find 
it very easy to handle. —

DEAR POLLY - I have 
discovered that the top rack 
in my newly acquired auto­ 
matic 
dishwasher 
is 
an 
ideal place to wash my 
numerous arrangem ents of 
plastic flowers and vines 
which used to be such a 
chore to clean. Just be sure they cannot come in contact 
with a heating coil.—SARAH. 
DEAR GIRLS—Placing the plastic flowers in a loosely 
woven net bag might be safer, too.—POLLY 
DEAR POLLY—I think Lillian who asked about the best 
way to line a garment she was making, is confusing un­ 
derlining and lining. Underlining is used to give body and 
add opaqueness to a lightweight or loosely woven fabric. 
Bonding has replaced much of the necessity for under­ 
lining. It is sewn to the m aterial in the seam allowance 
and prior to the garm ent’s construction. Lining is sewn 
separately, sometimes even cut from special pattern 
pieces, and then added prior to hemming. Lining conceals 
seams that may be scratchy (wool), fabrics like rayon 
that ravel easily or those that shed, like corduroy and 
velvet. Lining a garment makes it easier to slide into and 
the garment hangs better. Pattern envelopes usually sug­ 
gest fabrics best suited for the style of the pattern and the 
guide sheet explains the construction best suited for the 
recommended fabrics. I think Lillian should more care­ 
fully read the envelope before she buys her fabric, and 
the construction sheet before she starts to work. The type 
of fabric, garment and personal preference determine 
whether the fabric should be underlined, lined, neither, or 
both.—SHARI 
DEAR POLLY — I suppose it is wrong to look a gift 
horse in the mouth but I cannot help feeling peeved when 
clothing manufacturers include washing instructions (as 
we are all pleased to see) on a label in a garm ent and 
then have that label turn into a mass of threads the first 
time it is washed —MRS. L. A. D. 


DEAR POLLY—With food costs rising so rapidly I am 
re-examining the things we ordinarily eat. If something 
has no nutritional value I do not buy it. I make cookies 
with raisins and apple sauce rather than chocolate chips 
or candies. We drink less tea and coffee and more lemon­ 
ade, fruit punches, etc. For snacks, I provide nuts, 
chopped sugared dates, fruits and puddings instead of 
potato chips or candy. If food has to be a m ajor expense 
at least it should be real food.—DONNA

Jerry West sank Golden State, 101-99, with a jumper with eight seconds to 
go Tuesday night and he finished them off with a 36-point performance in 
the second game, while Wilt Chamberlain gave the Lakers superiority on 
the boards with 30 rebounds. 
“Our defense won the game,” said West, who complained he never felt 
more tired than in the opener against Golden State when he scored 17 points. 
“I felt so much looser tonight. When I woke up the other day, my hands 
felt heavy. This time, my hands felt light. ” 
If necessary, the best-of-seven series will return here Wednesday night. 
Meanwhile, the Eastern Conference finals bptween the Boston Celtics and 


the New York Knicks, tied at 11, will continue in Boston tonight. 
In game No. 2 ol the Laker-Warrior series, Chamberlain outrebounded 
Nate Thurmond, whose strategy was to attempt to lure the Laker giant 
away from the basket with his outside shooting, 30-14. The Lakers wound up 
winning the rebounding battle, 55-47. 
“I think they (the Warriors) got tired the last few minutes,” said 
Chamberlain. ‘‘They weren’t taking good shots toward the end but I think 
our defense had something to do with that.” 
Golden State, the team that eliminated the Milwaukee Bucks, was led by 
Barry with 29 points-before he fouled out with 2:04 to go-and Mahdi 
Abdul-Rahman, the former Walt Hazzard, who came off the bench to score 
20 points. 
Barry made an obscene gesture after fouling out and after the game was 
quick to point out that the Lakers won the game at the free throw line —24 to 
13—while each club made 40 field goals. 
“I’m not going to change our defense,” said Golden State Coach Al Attles. 
‘‘We intend to play with the same aggressiveness we’ve been playing with. 
Quite frankly, I didn’t see any extraordinary roughness on our part out 
there.”

I 
exclaimed to a member of my 
foursome, clapping him on the 
shoulder. 
Unfortunately, the guy had just 
lost a couple balls in a water hazard 
and then scrambled back to four-> 
putt the green. We let the next 
foursome play through while I took 
time to relax and unwind the club 
from around my neck. 
Golf is also frequently overlooked 
as a conditioning sport. You hardly 
ever see a golfer who weighs more 
than 
400 
pounds. 
The 
energy 
expended driving an electric cart 
through 18 grueling holes of golf is 
more than enough to burn off the 
calories in a six-pack of Schlitz. 
(Which reminds me of what a friend 
used to say—“You only go around 
once in life, so why waste time on a 
golf course? ” ) 
A high degree of sportsmanship 
exists on the links.

Jack Nicklaus 
hits a hole-in-one on the 14th to take 
a

over 
Arnie 
Palmer. On the 15th tee Palmer 
purposely shanks a wicked drive 
right at Nicklaus’s skull, sending 
him sprawling into the grass. 
Ah, yes, golf is a wonderful game 
(that’s my W.C. Fields impression). 
I once played it myself. For years I 
was able to convince myself after 
every round that I had been the 
victim of rotten luck. “If only that 
chip shot on 17 hadn’t bounced into 
the back of that passing pickup 
truck...”. 
A golf pro once told me that my 
game was just a little rusty. I asked 
him what he would recommend to 
improve my swing, and he replied, 
“Liquid Wrench.” 
Anyway, my game finally died of 
natural causes a couple weeks back 
at a shop tournament. 1 buried it 
with the loving epitaph:

Bradley: what's nice guy 
like him doing In the NBA? 


Track & field marks

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Bill Bradley’s father no long­ 
er asks him when he is going 
to stop playing basketball 
and start making something 
of his life. 
It has been a bit difficult 
for W arren Bradley, a Crys­ 
tal City, Mo., banker, to un­ 
derstand his son Bill’s m ak­ 
ing a profession of basket­ 
ball. His son had been a good 
history student at Princeton, 
a Rhodes Scholar in Eng­ 
land, a fellow whose inter­ 
ests were wide-ranging. Bill 
had shown an interest in 
politics and many who knew 
Bill felt he might make a 
good senator, or even a good 
president. So far, however, 
he has m ade a good Knick 
(and, his father has to note, 
-*a good buck). 
In this his sixth National 
Basketball Association sea­ 
son, Bradley made the all- 
star team for the first time. 
Bradley’s father, says Brad­ 
ley, was pleased for him. 


“ But I don’t think he can 
understand what basketball 
means to me, in term s of ex­ 
perience 
and 
p e r s o n a l 
growth,” said Bradley re­ 
cently. “Then, I don’t think 
many 
people 
can, 
unless 
they 
go through 
it them ­ 
selves. Sports is unique. The 
whole experience is impor­ 
tant to me within the con­ 
text 
of my 
life 
and 
the 
forces that affect it.” 


The selection as an all-star 
m arked 
a 
high 
point 
of 
recognition in Bradley’s pro­ 
fessional basketball career, 
which began in the most 
wildly chaotic and highly ex­ 
pectant atmosphere, quickly 
dipped to a period in which 
he felt he had failed, and 
then began an ascent that 
saw him become an integral 
p a r t 
of 
a 
championship 
team. 
After 
making 
basketball 
All-American at Princeton, 
Bradley decided to study in 
England for two years. When 
he returned 
here, 
he 
ac­ 
cepted a four-year $500,000 
contract 
to 
play 
for 
the 
Knicks. He signed only after 
he had resolved that he could 
be solely a basketball play­ 
er and not a com mercial 
vehicle. So he has refrained 
from making endorsements 
(“ there were m any offers” ) 
and 
endeavored 
to 
avoid 
mini-celebrityhood. (When a 
M anhattan 
restaurant 
put 
his photograph and a quote 
of his in a newspaper ad, 
Bradley filed a suit because 
the ad was done without his 
knowledge and without his 
permission.)

Bradley says he had had a 
taste of celebrity status in 
college (he had to hire a 
part-time secretary to han­

Jackson has recruited 75 other 
sponsors. A simple majority of 51 is 
all that is required.

WASHINGTON — The consumer 
of meat and poultry is confronted 
with rising contamination levels as 
well as rising prices. In recent

1. As a chemical compound, HCB

2HCB is a fungicide approved for 
use on most seed grains in the U.S.

HCB is also used 
industrially and is formed as a by­ 
product in the production of chlorine 
gas. 
3. The Department of Agriculture 
was first alerted to the trouble when 
tests of canned hams from the 
Netherlands

Legal 
restrictions were placed on 22 Dutch 
companies regarding their exports 
to

country. 
Further 
governments tests found HCB at 
“violative” levels in meat products 
imported from Germany, Spain,

4. Within the last five months, 
USDA 
officials

Watergate 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - The 
most essential endeavor right now 
in the Watergate bugging case and 
related undercover activities is to 
evaluate properly what top Nixon 
aide H. R. (Bob) Haldeman says 
about it all. He may have helped 
considerably to define the uncharted 
parts of the story. 
It 
is 
presently 
well established, of 
course, that in his 
recent 
unprecedented and 
uncharacteristic 
talk with a sizable 
group of Republican 
congressm en 
on 
Capitol 
Hill, 
Haiaeman 
took 
personal 
responsibility 
for 
ordering 
“surveillance” activities directed 
toward the Democratic party and its 
presidential candidates in 1972. 
At the same time, he gave his 
listeners to understand he neither 
directed nor knew about the bugging 
of 
the 
Democrats’ 
Watergate 
offices. 
In 
dealing 
with 
this 
whole 
complex enterprise, the test of 
plausibility 
must 
constantly 
be 
applied. This inevitably involves 
trying to gauge the honesty, the 
general character and the nature of 
the proved, acknowledged or alleged 
participants 
in the 
spying and 
sabotage efforts. 
One influential Republican who 
knows 
some 
of 
these 
people 
reasonably well and feels confident 
about judging them thinks a fair 
number are capable of lying with 
ease and comfort. But he makes a 
strong exception of Haldeman. Says 
this man: 


“Haldeman would find it very 
difficult to lie. He’s just not like 
that.” 
If, then, Haldeman told it straight 
to those 
listening congressmen, 
where does that leave us? 
Looking downward, toward those 
individuals who sought to execute 
Haldeman’s order for surveillance, 
we have to attach high significance 
to the impression he left with the 
congressmen that the surveillance 
plans “got out of hand.” 


Only when the meaning of that 
phrase is scrupulously fleshed out 
with specifics can we hope to fix key 
responsibility for the uglier aspects 
of 
the 
1972 
activity, 
including 
Watergate. These involved trying to 
“get something” on top Democratic 
aspirants, and the use of such 
information 
to 
damage 
their 
prospects. This, obviously, is a good 
distance 
from 
simply 
“keeping 
track” of what they were doing and 
saying. 
Certainly the open probings of the 
Ervin committee in the Senate will 
draw out vastly more detail from 
some of the participants than we 
have today. But the ultimate goal in 
all inquiry has to be to determine 
who ordered the Watergate bugging 
and possibly other bugging still not 
disclosed—and who if anyone might 
have gone beyond his orders in 
executing spying assignments. 
Former Attoryney General John 
M itchell, 
later 
heading 
the 
President’s re-election committee, 
plainly had substantial authority. 
But he has denied again and again 
any prior knowledge of Watergate 
Charles Colson, White House aide 
who hired old friend Howard Hunt, 
convicted Watergate participant, 
has taken a lie detector test to 
reinforce his assertion that he in his

was believed to be from feed grains 
or industrial pollution. 
5. HCB is concentrated in the fat 
and liver tissues of animals and 
humans where this toxic compound

Laboratory 
animals fed test amounts of HCB 
displayed serious skin eruptions, 
liver degeneration or fatal illness 
within a few days. 
Spaulding reported that no long 
term toxicological studies have been 
undertaken. He urged more testing 
of meat and poultry products as well 
as tolerance levels as a protection to 
the consumer. He emphasized the 
need for a preventive policy as well, 
writing that there is a “need to 
evaluate the present usage of HCB 
as a fungicide and closer controls 
placed on industrial products and 
wastes containing HCB to minimize 
environmental contamination.” 
Earlier this month, the FDA 
announced that Violet No. 1 dye, 
used for years as a marking and 
branding color on meat products, 
will no longer be permitted for such 
use. Japanese studies linked Violet 
No. 1 with causing cancer. And so 
the momentum of such disclosures 
builds because consumer protests 
are pushing the government to begin 
looking 
and 
testing 
for 
these 
contaminants for the first time. 
Some day, 
hopefully soon, 
the 
government 
will 
have 
enough 
courage and Congressional support 
to make the safety and purity of the 
nation’s food supply a national 
mission with all the scientific and 
enforcement support which such a 
high priority implies.
